100 miles away, 800 excited men at- 
tacked the county jail here tonight, de- 
manding !2-year-old Dell Jones, who, 
last night, it is alleged, attempted to 
criminally assault a young white girl. 

Waycross Guards Called Out. 

The Waycross Guards, called out at 
the request of the sheriff and on the 
order of Governor Brown, charged 
through the mob, forming in front of 
the jail and prevented a repetition of 
the attack. The crowd, however, be- 
came more threatening and when it 
seemed a clash between soldiers and 
civilians was imminent, a committee 
from the mob was allowed to go 
through the jail. The courthouse was 
also searched. Jones was taken to 
Savannah today secretly. 

The Crime of Jones. 

Last night he was asked by a young 
white girl to. accompany her on her 
way to her home in Gilchrist Park, a 
suburb. As they passed a negro school-

The platform condemns the Aldrich 
tariff law “as the most outrageous and 
unfair tariff ever enacted by an Amer- 
ican congress.’ It demands the election 
of United States senators by direct 
vote of the people, a system under 
which, the resolution declares, ‘“‘Nelson 
W. Aldrich would not be returned to 
the senate from thig state.”

The remainder of the purchase price 
is to be paid in similar installments 
from time to time as agreed upon. 

Brings Trade to a Olose. 

This information was received in a 
telegram last night to Colonel Walter 
P. Andrews, the well-known attorney 
and member of the law firm of An- 
drews & Skeen, through whom this co- 
lossal real estat® trade was made. : 

Colonel Andrews, who is himself a 
large holder in Cuban real estate as 
the president of the Cautovalley Land 
Company, which owns 60,000 acres in 
the same province as that tn which this 
great purchase lies, has made a num- 
ber of trips to Cuba and also to New 
York city to close this deal, and only 
this past summer, returned hurriedly 
from abroad to bring the trade to a 
close, and this was finally accomplish- 
ed, as his dispatches indicate.

Mr. Clark ts now more 
than 90 years old. He lives in the 
park and has asked to be buried among 
the mountains he has known so long. 

d Taft Stretched His Legs. 

President Taft alighte@ from the 
stage during a portion of the trip and 
walked a mile or more up the moun- 
tain road. It gave him a splendid ap- 
petite for the picnic luncheon of fried. 
chicken, potatoes. fruit and jelly, serv- 
ed in the Grouse creek pine forest. 

At one point in the park, where a 
change of stages was made, the presi- 
dent was greeted by a band of little 
school children and shook hands with 
all of them.

West Side of New York 
Thrown Into Panic. 


New York, October 7.—Nearly a 
square, mile of the middle west side 
was shaken late this afternoon by a 
series of sewer explosions, which blew 
manhole covers high into the air in 
crowded thoroughfares, injured several 
persons, did considerable damage to 
property and caused a moment of 
sharp panic. Alarms of fire were 
turned in, the police reserves called 
out and factory employees, shop-keep- 
ers and tenement dwellers rushed: to 
the open streets, for the explosion had 
the force of earth shocks. 

Seven-year-old Emil Miller was 
standing on a manhole cover when,the 
first rumble came.

into a chasm of fog which seemed bot- 
tomless. It was as if the earth had 
opened to swallop us up. The balloon 
several times crashed through the tree 
tops. After two hours we emerged from 
the valley and got a northeasterly 
Slant of wind. 

“When clear of the mountains we 
moved at a lively rate. The guide- 
rope dragged over farm houses, break- 
ing tiles and chimneys. The peasants 
rushed out with cries and impreca- 
tions. 

“We then found that the, guiderope 
had become unravelled and ‘hoisted it 
into the basket for repairs, which 
were most difficult, as we were at the 
Same time working hard with the 
blower to prevent the balloon from 
rising. A few hours later we recognized 
several villages and then the town of 
Konigstadt. We sighted a balloon to 
the eastward with peasants hanging 
onto the guide rope. 

To Altitude of 15,000 Feet. 

“After passing over Konigstadt, 
which cost three sacks of ballast, we 
rose through the clouds to an alti- 
tude of 4,600 meters (about 15,000 feet) 
and saw above the clouds a balloon to 
the north, about 100 meters higher. 
We began to descend at 1:40 p. m., 
emerging from the clouds about 460 
meters above the town of Waldenburg, 
and were obliged to jettison eleven 
sacks of ballast and half of our pro- 
visions to keep clear of the roofs, but, 
‘as it was, the guiderope dragged over 
the wings of the fortresses and railroad 
station, creating consternation among 
the yelling population. We rose to 2,800 
meters, near Breslau, throwing over- 
board the life savers, mattresses and 
the remainder of our provisions. 

“Gradually we continued to descend 
after that altitude until 6 o’clock eve- 
ning. With good equilibrium, we man- 
aged to keep afloat until 3 o'clock 
Tuesday morning without expenditure 
of ballast, of which, as a matter of 
fact, there was not an ounce left. 

Balloon Wedged Between Trees. 

“The balloon landed and became 
wedged between pine trees in the for- 
est of Gustova. We waited until 6:30 
before deflating, and then searched for 
help. We found peasants, one of whom 
had been in America and spoke a little 
English. With their aid, we loaded the 
balloon on carts. While this was in 
progress a forest guard wantonly 
killed one of the peasant’s dogs, arous- 
ing great indignation. We accompa- 
nied the owner to the proprietor of the 
estate to lodge a complaint, and tound 
a peasant woman speaking a little 
French, who registered an entry of our 
landing in the logbook. While the peas- 
ants were conveying the balloon to 
Ostrolenko, the woman gave us a prim- 
itive meal of potatoes and water. 

“On our arrival at Ostrolenko we 
were stopped by the police, who took 
us, togwether with the balloon, to the 
station, where we remained until in- 
structions were received from St. Pe- 
tersburg for our release, We were 
treated excellently,”

Milledgeville. 


Time Made by the Car Demon- 
strates That Under Favorable 
Circumstances Run From Sa- 
vannah to Atlanta May Be 
Done in a Day. 


Milledgeville, Ga., October 7.—(Spe- 
clal.)—The Morning News pathfinder 
left Atlanta Thursday afternoon, and 
arrived in Milledgeville over the Capli- 
tol City route Thursday night, making 
the run of 116 miles from Atlanta in 
four hours and 40 minutes actual run- 
ning time. This is said to be the best 
time the run from Atlanta has been 
made, and was considerably better than 
the time made the day before. When 
the pathfinder had to follow the vari- 
ous pilot cars which were courteously 
sem out from the towns along the 
route to show the Savannahians the 
wey. 

-Make Trip in Day. 

The time made between Atlanta and 
Savannah demonstrates that under fa- 
vorable circumstances the run can be 
made in one day. Already several of 
the automobiles along the route have 
announced that they propose to make 
the attempt to set up a record with a 
run from Atlanta to Savannah in one 
day. They will make their trial just 
before the endurance run in November, 
when the roads will be in good condi- 
tion. The car made the trip in thir- 
teen hours and 50 minutes actual run- 
ning time. Taking the time from Sa- 
vannah to Milledgeville Tuesday and 
from Atlanta to Milledgeville Thurs- 
day, the trip back from Atlanta was 
made without special [ncidént. The 
towns along the way turned out good 
crowds to see the car go through, and 
cheered in on its way as on the trip 
up. 

On the return trip the car went over 
a new route from Atlanta to Lithonia, 
taking a short out and leaving out 
Stone Mountain and Redan. This route 
is several miles shorter but the going 
is not so good, the road being newer 
and not in so good condition as the 
longer way, which wi!l be recommended 
for the endurance run. Covington and 
Social Circle, another route, was also 
tried, which is shorter by several] miles 
than the old way. This route, however, 
is crossed by. a.number of . branches, 
which, on account of the present dry 
weather, are small. The condition of 
this road, too, is not so good as the 
road taken on the trip to Atlanta. 

The car will leave Milledgeville Fri- 
day morning. Several roads other than 
the ones taken on the trip up will be 
investigated. The trip between Louis- 
ville and Millen will probably be made 
py way of Waynesboro. This way is 
Onger, but the roads are said to be 
better than the way by Rosier.

SHIPPERS PAYING. 
TOO HIGH A RATE 


Caused by Failing to 
Comply With Railroad 
Requirements. 


There are shippers in this section 
that seem to be unaware of the fact, | 
that unless bills of lading, covering, 
shipments made by them, are issued 
strictly in conformity with certain re- 
quirements of the railroads, a higher 
rate is charged than would be charged 
otherwise. 

The various lines in the soueast 
have adopted what is known as the 
standard, lading, the conditions of 
which, if agreed to, and so signed, en- 
titling the shipment described therein 
to the published tariff rate. If the 
lading is not signed the shipment is 
carried at carrier’s risk and a charge of 
20 per cent in excess of the published 
tariff is made. 

Those shippers who before the 
change is made, had provided them- 
selves with a full supply of the old 
form, have been allowed to use them 
up; provided the notation, “Subject to 
terms arid conditions of carrier's stand- 
ard bill of lading’”’ is endorsed thereon, 
but some of them are not securing the 
lower rating because of failure to sign 
this notation, which signing is as es- 
sential as when the regular standard 
form is used. There are also shippers 
whose supply of the old forms “having 
become exhausted, purchased a new 
supply of ladings, such as are used in 
the northern and western states, 
known as Ale uniform bill of lading. 

Although that lading has at the top, 
“approved by the interstate commerce 
commission by order No. 787 of June 
27, 1908,"" it is not in accord with the 
standard lading first referred to and 
transportation lines in the southeast 
will not authorize its acceptance unéer 
any conditions. 

These ladings are therefore worthless 
in this section and the holders will be 
forced to procure others, which con- 
form to requirements. Prospective 
purchasers of bills of ladings should 
satisfy themselves before closing con- 
tracts that the railroads will accept 
them. 

Every shipper should immediately 
inquire of the railroad officials as to 
how his goods are being rated and 
whether or not he is issuing ladings 
50 as to prevent increased charges.

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FIGHTING THE GREATEST SOUTHERN PLAGUE. 


The directors of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce yesterday took a 
decided step forward when they passed resolutions, introduced by Wilmer 
L. Moore, looking to an organized southern crusade against the most sin- 
ister plague infesting this section—hook-worm disease. 

The resolutions prepared by Mr. Moore recite in matter-of-fact terms the 
colossal nature of the evil, and call on the chamber to approach the boards 
of health of each southern state with a request to inaugurate a systematic 
campaign for the suppression of the disorder. 

There is no exaggeration in the statement of the resolutions that “sev- 
eral millions of people in the south are affected by the hook-worm disease, 
which incapacitates them for work, renders their lives miserable and greatly 
increases the mortality, while it reduces the productive power of the south, 
especially in the rural districts.” 

In Georgia alone it is estimated a quarter of a million people suffer 
from uncinariasis, particularly in the southern sandy districts and in the 
mountainous portion of the state. : 

The general source of infection is soil pollution, and the disease has it's 
‘stronghold ‘in those portions of the state where boys, and in some instances 
adults, go barefoot. The worm, in embryo state, bores its way through the 
foot, traverses the circulation until it reaches the lower intestine and reach- 
ing full size there fastens to the membrane and feeds on the life-blood of 
the patient. 

_ The gravity of the malady varies, of course, with the number of worms 
inflicting the patient and the length of time their depredations have been 
of effect. 

The disease manifests its pernicious influence when the patient becomes 
profoundly anemic, dull mentally, sluggish physically, stunted in growth and 
abnormally susceptible to other diseases. 

What it means to have the economic capacity of a quarter of a million 
people in Georgia, and proportionate numbers in other southern states, chron- 
ically impaired is not easily open to estimate. 

The result, in the aggregate, is inevitably appalling. The most tragic 
feature is the ridiculous quickness with which the disease responds to treat- 
ment. A dose or two of thymol, under medical direction, followed by a purga- 
tive, expels the little vampires and the system quickly regains its wonted 
robustness. Thereafter, the wearing of shoes the year round is a protection 
against reinfection, while rigid sanitary measures looking to the abolition 
of soil pollution will take care’ of the mischief from a fundamental stand- 
point. 3 

The commonplace nature of the plague and its wide prevalence, greater 
and more disastrous than tuberculosis, have militated against general re- 
sponse to crusades directed at its extermination. In Georgia, and other 
southern states, boards of health have given large circulation to descriptive 
and educative literature; but, as yet, public opinion is far from being in- 
formed. 

Uncinariasis is unquestionably the greatest economic and sanitary prob- 
lem in the south today. Pathetic consumption and spectacuia: yellow fever 
will never approach, have never approached, its toll of life and efficiency. 

If the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce succeeds in impressing legislatures 
of the southern states (the boards of health are already awakened), it will 
have rendered a monumental service. 
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WHERE JUSTICE IS NOT A FARCE. 


The infinite superiority of English court procedure to that of this coun- 
try is vividly illustrated in the comment of Judge Pierce, of the superior 
court bench of Massachusetts, who has just returned from a visit to 
Europe. 

Judge Pierce outlines several vital details in which the British method 
overtops the American method, but in no respect is the difference marked 
more significantly than in the speed and thoroughness with which capital 
offenses are tried and settled. 


He speaks as follows of this feature: 


As showing the rapidity with which cases are tried in these courts, 
the chief justice heard and disposed of four separate murder cases in ten 
days, and yet each case was so carefully and completely heard that the 
rights of each of the defendants were carefully protected. In the English 
courts technical and extraneous matters are eliminated, and court, 
_counsel and jury get right down to the main facts without unnecessary 
delay. This is one reason why cases are disposed of so quickly. Mat- 
ters that do not bear directly upon the case are excluded by the court. 
and this rule is rigidly,.enforced. The court talks directly to counsel 
and to the jury. 


It is difficult to imagine similar celerity and freedom from technicality 
in the courts of this country. 

Had either of the defendants in these four murder cases been an Amer- 
ican, fairly well supplied with financial resources, it is within the realms 


tof possibility that his case would have dragged over ten months instead 


of ten days. 

Had it even ended at that date, the defense and prosecution would have 
extended over a devious maze of technicality and irrelevant testimony, as- 
sessing the state in heavy damages and threatening, at the best, to com- 
pass the defeat of obvious justice. 

President Taft does well to plead for reform in our federal] legal and 
judicial procedure. But the readjustment will be woefully incomplete un- 
less the process extends through the superior, supreme and petty tribunals 
of the respective states. 

In many of these American commonwealths conflicting and cumbrous 
statutes seem to have been devised more with the idea of encouraging 
litigation than of expediting justice. 

Until America approximates the judicial methods of Great Britain, the 
dispensation of justice in this country will continue to partake of the nature 
of farce.

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' THE KENTUCKY CURE FOR LAWLESSNESS.

Governor Willson, of Kentucky, has advised the independent tobacco 
growers of that state to meet the aggressions of the organized growers with 
bullets, if that extremity be necessary to defend their iives, their property 
and their right to dispose of their product as they see fit. 

The situation in the burley and dark tobacco district is peculiar. A 
large proportion of the- growers have this year, as last, pooled their in- 
terests, with the aim of steadying the market and securing what they re- 
gard as a legitimate price. 

Other, and numerous, growers, for various reasons, do not care to pool 
their crop. These men,are now threatened, as last year, with intimidation, 
even violence, in:'an effort to coerce them into the pooling and holding 
movement. } ; 

If past conditions in Kentucky and Tennessee are duplicated, there may 
be repeated the spectacle of homes and barns fired and recalcitrant growers 
shot or knifed in an effort to terrorize them into line. 

Into this strained situation Governor Willson has projected his virtually 
ad libitum license to the threatened independents to “xill the nocturnal in- 
vaders,” and to form “liberty and freedom pools,” to the end of preserving 
their constitutional rights. 

No ore will, of course, question the duty of any Kentuckian, grower 
or average citizen, to defend his home, his life and hig property against the 
murderous assaults of armed night-riders. . 

But it seems a trifle anomalous for the state to delegate its law-enforcing 
and life-protecting function to private citizens, promising them advance par- 
dons’ and injecting inevitably all the elements of possipie civil war. 

Why cannot Governor Willson pursue the method adopted in Tennessee, 
when the governor of that commonwealth put sufficient forces in the field 
to secure the restoration of order, the protection of life and the enforcement 
of law? 3 

It is small wonder that dispatches from Kentucky predict a reign of 
civil war, under the wide license handed down by Governor Willson. 

With the knowledge that the power of the state is backing them up, 
what abuses are not possible, what private feuds may not be bloodily arbi- 
trated? 

Night-riding is in itself sufficiently sinister and menacing. It is not 
pleasant to see it complicated by factors that hold all the perils of protracted 
and wholesale civil war.

Predicts That Cotton 
Will Continue to Go Up 
Editor Constitution: I see an article 
headed, “High Prices Hurt Mills—May 
Be Forced to Shut Down,” in Monday's 
Constitution. It is to be regretted that 
the southern mills have failed to get 
in a good supply of cotton before it got 
so high that they cannot handle it, and 
it is no little surprise to find certain 
parties trying to bear the market by 
threatning to shut down southern mills. 
These southern mills are in on the 
ground floor, so to speak, and should 
have been able to foresee the result of 
a short crop. Now, just because they 
havetbeen fooilsh enough to let cotton 
pass them at 10 or 11 or 12 or even 13 
cents, is no reason why any one should 
push this cotton on the market even at 
14 cents, for much higher prices will be 
realized before cotton planting time 


comes on again. 

All the southern mills may shut down 
if they wieh, for there is not cotton 
enough to keep the northern and for- 
eign mills going for twelve months. 

T have just returned from an extended 
trip through Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana and Texas, and find that the 
crop in Texas, Louisiana and Mississippi 
will not be 50 per cent of a crap, with 
Alabama just a little ahead of that. 

The southern mills made a mistake 
in ngt taking cotton while it was 
cheap, for it will be impossible to get 
cotton cheap any more during this cot- 
ton season. I can see no reason why 
the southern mills cannot compete suc- 
cessfully with northern and foreign 
mills, and the longer they put off buy- 
ing, the higher price they will have to 

ay. 

. If the cotton mill men can shut down 
their business because cotton is too 
high, why cannot the farmer do like- 
wise, because cotton is too low? The 
farmer has his money invested so that 
he must make cotton; s0 must the mill 
men buy cotton, high or low. Bluff 
will not do this time,*for in reality the 
cotton is lacking. 

I will sa¥, for the benefit of the mill 
men, that the fields are almost cleaned 
of the fleecy staple, and it is being 
marketed as fast as it is ginned, fully 
as much, if not more, than usual. 

So I will say here, in full confidence, 
to all who may have cotton to. sell, 
that they need not rush it on the mar- 
ket just because the southern mills say 
they will have to shut down unless cot- 
ton slumps. They can get 15 cents for 
it if they hold it just a short time.

NEGROES STOLE METAL 
FROM PRINTING PLANT 


Charged with burglarizing the old 
printing plant of the Franklin-Turner 
Printing Company on Ivy street, now 
owned by C. H. Johnson, and slipping 
away immense quantities of type 
metal, Tom Jackson and Alfred Hugu- 
ley, two negroes, were bound over to 
the higher court by Recorder Broyles 
yesterday afternoon, the bail in each 
case being fixed at $500. 

L. B. Story, a junk dealer at the cor- 
ner of Moore street and the railroad, 
and his brother, D. H. Story, his em- 
ployee, were both bound over on a 
charge of receiving the stolen goods 
from the printing plant. 

According to C. H. Johnson, who 
purchased the plant from the receivers 
September 1, 60,000 pounds of old 
metal, costing approximately $2,000, 
have been stolen from the composing 
room since the transaction. During 
that time, he said, he was in New 
York. 

The two negroes were charged with 
selling several loads of metal to the 
junk dealers, who claimed that they 
purchased in good faith. 

Detectives Cowan and Osborne dis- 
covered that an entrance to the plant 
had been effected through a rear win- 
dow in the boiler room. The back door 
was opened from the inside. Mr. 
Johnson stated that many of the Intri- 
cate tabular railroad “forms,” which 
are kept standing for repeated use, 
were raked into sacks. Metal which 
would bring 8 cents was sold to the 
dealers at 4 cents, it was claimed. 

It was charged that the negroes cart- 
ed the metal into a negro house at 11 
Lynch’s alley, back of the plant. 

Mr. Johnson identified several pteces 
of linotype and electrotype as his. At- 
torney Harvey Hill represented the 
prosecution.

Using th® information, Shaw 
garnisheed the -iccount. Gray, over 
the telephone, deotinced Shaw for the 
manner in which he ascertained the 
information on which he proceeded in 
the garnishment matter. Shaw pro- 
ceeded to the bank. He met Gray on 
the sidewalk. Gray , moved toward 
Shaw, Shaw drawing his pistol and 
firing on the banker. The affair has 
caused an intense sensation here.

Action of City Council Is 
Concurred In. 


Election on December 15, and 
Issue Will Be $3,000,000---F. 
A. Quillian, Chairman Bond 
Commission, Talks About the 
Bond Election Campaign. 


By a unanimous vote the aldermanir 


‘bpard yesterday afternoon concurred 


in the action of the city council call- 
ing for a bond election for $3,000,000 
of city bonds on December 15. 

Two ordinances were considered and 
acted upon, one calling the election 
and the other appropriating the money 
for several issues, according to the 
recommendations of the bond commis- 
sion. the issues to be voted upon are 
as follows: 

For sewers, 
works, $900,000: 
for new hospital, 
tories, $50,000. 

There was some discussion about the 
serial and long term bonds, but the 
action of the aldermen was the same 
as that of the council, making a part 
of the issue serial and the balance 
long-term bonds. 

Fletcher A. Quillian, chairman of 
the bond commission, was present at 
the meeting and he made a talk about 
the campaign for the bond election. Mr. 
Quillian stated that a very earnest 
campaign must be carried on. 

Commission and Council to Meet. 

‘Tt is the intention of the bond com- 
mission.” he said, “to have the mayor 
call a foint meeting of the commission 
and the general council for the pur- 
pose of inaugurating the campaign. It 
will be necessary to hold a citizens’ 
mass meeting and have appginted a 
central campaign committee and sub- 
committees for each of the wards. We 
belleve that when the voters are shown 
that it is to the advantage of the 
city-at-largzge and to each individual 
voter to have the bonds carried that 
the election will go for the bonds by 
a very large majority. I do not think 
that a vigorous campaign should be 
started until about thirty days before 
the election, but in the meantime we 
can get ready and lay out all the pre- 
liminary work. It must be shown te 
the people that the bond money will 
be expended to give a perfect sewerage 
svstem, water to every house in the 
city Iimits, ample school facilities, a 
good hospital and the necessary cre- 
matories: that the increase water rent 
and the saving of money in the sani- 
tarv department, together with the re- 
duction of the regular annual appro-

Members of Legislative Committe e Who Visited the State Colleges.

The committee from the housé and 
senate appointed to inspect the Uni- 
versity of Georgia m@ in Atlanta yes- 
terday to make out its report. 

The committee went in a body to 
Athens, where the university and the 
State Normal was inspected, and there 
divided, one party going to Dahlonega 
to inspect the North Georgia Agricul- 
tural school, another to Milledgeville 
to the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
school, and the third to Atlanta to the 
Tech. 

The consensus of opinion of the com- 
mittee is that each of the schools is 
doing splendid work, especial praise 
being expressed for the work of Pro- 
fessor Parks, at Milledgeville. The 
prison farm was inspected by the com- 
mittee while at that place. 

Visit to Milledgeville. 

Milledgeville, Ga., October 7.—(Spe- 
clal.)—A committee from the Georgia 
legislature came to Milledgeville on 
Wednesday in order to make an official 
visit to the Georgia Normal and In- 
dustrial college. 

The committee was the guest of the 
college during the time, taking two 
meals at two different dormitories and 
visiting the various classes and depart- 
ments of the institution. They attend- 
ed the chapel exercises. Enthusiastic 
and eloquent speeches were made by 
Senators McCurry and Price; also by 
tepresentatives Atkins, McConnell and 
Vinson. 

The committee was astounded at the 
size of the college. They expressed 
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themselves as surprised at the number 
of large and beautiful buildings on the 
campus, at the crowded conditions of 
the college chapel, They were sur- 
prised when President Parks showed 
them in his office applications from 
nearly 1,200 Georgia girls, and told 
them that about 500 had been refused 
because of a lack of room at the col- 
lege. 

President Parks called the commit- 
tee into his office and laid before them 
in four different boxes the hundreds of 
applications of those that had been 
denied admission. Upon investigation 
the committee found that the attend- 
ance of college students was 530. In 
addition to this, 116 students are en- 
rolled in the practice school. Many 
students are boarding in the town, but 
in addition to this 475 are accommo- 
dated in the college dormitories. 

Two extra buildings were rented to 
supplement the dormitories, thus ac- 
ccmmodating twenty-five more girls 
girls who would otherwise have been 
prevented from entering this school.

JUDGES FACE EACH OTHER 
IN THE STEGALL HEARING 


The Stegall habeas corpus case was 
resumed yesterday at noon in the 
United States district court, Judge 
Newman presiding, and though two 
hours were consumed, but little ad- 
vance was made in a solution of the 
situation.

Gauger Stegall, who was on the 
stand when court adjourned, was pre- 
sented and the question propounded 
at that time was repeated. It was sim- 

y whether or not he knew anything 
about the Cureton distillery outside of 
what he might have acquired in his 


official capacity as gauger and store- 
keeper, serving the internal revenue 
department of the national government. 
The witness stated emphatically that 
he did not have any knowledge of the 
workings of the distillerv apart from 
what he had acquired as an official.

Attorney Henley declared that under 
the oath the guager had taken he 
could not answer the question pro- 
pounded.

Atlanta: Insurance Man 
Brings Coveted Trophy 
to Georgia. 


Announcement was made yesterday 
afternoon in Louisville, Ky., that an 
essay written by Alfred C. Newell, of 
Atlanta. southern manager for the Co- 
lumbian National Life Insurance Com- 
pany. of Boston, Mass., had won for 
its writer the distinguished honor of 
first prize in a contest participated in 
by all members of the National Asso- 
clation of Life Underwriters in the 
United States and Canada. 

The prize is the celebrated Benjamin 
8. Calef silver loving cup, offered by 
the national association for the best 
essay on a subject selected by the ex- 
ecutive committee. The subject this 
year was, “The Life Insurance Agent 
as a Public Benefactor.”

JONATHAN M. ELLIS 
IS CLAIMED BY DEATH 


Funeral Services Were Con- 
ducted by Dr. Len G. 
Broughton. 


Jonathan M. Ellis, a well-known 
pioneer citizen of Atlanta, died at 
Grady Hospital on Tuesday morning 
at 1 o'clock, in the 83rd year of his 
age. 

Mr. Ellis was born in 1826, near 
Charleston, S. C., and came of promi- 
nent ancestry, being related to the 
Lees, of Virginia, and the Chestnuts 
and Ellis, of South Carolina. In his 
early youth he was married to Miss 
Mary E. Yeates, who survivces him. 

Mr. Ellis joined the southern army 
under Captain Barnard, and Major Cun- 
ningham, and was put itn charge of one 
of the departments of the shoe manu- 
factory at Augusta, Later, he was sent 
to the front, but was soon after taken 
ill of typhoid fever, and had to be 
sent to the hospital. 

At the close of the war, he remov- 
ed to Atlanta, and began a mercantile 
business which prospered. But with 
the ill-health of his wife, and his own 
declining years, he lost nearly all his 
property. 

Wednesday night, of last week ,Mr. 
Ellis was stricken with his final illness 
and while he remained conscious most 
of the time, he never. rallied his 
strength, and death came peacefully on 
Tuesday morning. 

Mr. Ellis was highly connected in 
Atlanta, and had a large circle of 
friends among the leading citizens. 

The funeral services were conducted 
in the presence of a large company of 
friends, by Dr. Broughton, after which 
the body was taken to Pleasant Grove 
for interment.

OVER 750,000 DOGS 
KILLED BY HOLMAN 


Prairie Pests Being Extermi- 
nated by Uncle Sam’s 


Poisoner. 


Kansas City, October 7.—More than 
750,00 prairie dogs have been killed by 
J. W. Halman, the officially recognized 
Uniteq States government poisoner of 
the pests tn the southwestern states, 
during the last eight months, and Mr. 
Holman is not through. He is here 
now obtaining a new supply of strych- 
nine and will start on a second crusade 
within a few days. 

“I am going to kill at least 1,500,000 
dogs during the next eight months,” 
said Mr. Holman today. 

“The pratrie dogs are a serious pest 
‘in the southwest, especially in Texas. 
They are destroying pasture land and 
their burrows make it dangerous for 
‘horsemen. They cannot be trapped 
or shot, but it is easy to poison them 
by placing strychnine on wheat, which 
they eat readily. 

Under Mr. Holman’s direction, 
strychnine is mixed with wheat and 
about a teaspoonful placed at the 
entrance of a prairie dog hole. Each 
, teaspoonful kills three dogs, says Hol- 
| Man. 

The government pays Mr. Holman 
fone and one-half cents a head. 


ENFORCE BEER TAX. 


Tennessee Dealers Are Liable 


for $1,500 Per Year. 


Nashville, Tenn., October 7.—It has 
been officially decided that near beer 
dealers here are liable for a tax of 
$1,500 per year each, the staté, the 
county and the city each being enti- 
tled to $500.

New York, October 7.—The cotton 
Market opened steady, with prices ! to 
4 points higher, in response 
rather better cables than due from 
Liverpool, where prices were up some 
6 to 8 points for futures and 5 points 
for spot. Boston sent reports that 
leading mills were organizing for a 
short time movement and the local 
called attention to the 
heavy receipts. Nevertheless, after the 
market had sold off 4 to 6 points the 
whole temper of things changed and 
on heavy general buying. led by shorts 
of yesterday, a quick rise of 20 points 
occurred.

‘the bears were frightened by a report

United States. Steel, Union Pa- 
cific, Reading and New York 
Central Most Prominent. 


New York, October 27.—The stock 
market gave early evidence today that 
the liquidating pressure on United 
States Steel had subsided, and the tone 
of the whole speculation was shaped 
accordingly. United States Steel con- 
tinued dispproportionately prominent, 
but not as unduly so as yesterday. The 
636,000 shares of United States Steel 
dealt in yesterday, out of an aggregate 
of 1,500,000 for all stocks, do not in- 
clude the so-called stop loss orders, 
which, under a rule of the stock ex- 
change, are not printed on the tape. 
That is to say, a customer having or- 
dered his broker to sell his stocks if 
the quoted price shall recede to a des- 
ignated figure, the sale is made for 
what price it will bring when the set 
price is reached, but no report is made 
or the transaction. Allowing for these 
sales, which are known to have been On 
an enormous scale in the case of Wheel- 
ing, there is seen to be roem for an 
extensive clearing up of the specula- 
tive position in the amount of busi- 
ness done in the stock yesterday and 
the day before. The way was thus 
cleared for the substantial recovery of 
today. Weaker accounts had been 
wiped out, and traneferred to hands 
better able to care for them. The 
money market showed signs of having 
been eased also by the substantial loan 
repayments which must have accompa- 
nied the stock market liquidation of 
the past day or two. Funds were re- 
ported in better supply early today, 
although the loaning rate was not ma- 
terlally affected. Bankers, closely as- 
sociated with the United States Steel 
corporation, offered large sums in the 
call loan market. It was the meas- 
ures of this group to replenish the sup- 
Ply that were given responsibility for 
the weakening of the foreign exchange 
market yesterday with talk of early 
gold imports and a relief of the money 
market. The immediate effect of this 
development was the advance in the 
official discount rate of the Bank of 
England today from 2% to 3 per cent. 
The hardening of the private discount 
rate in London and the steady inroads 
made on the bank’s bullion holding re- 
vealed by the weekly return fp 0 woeipate 
today, made it evident that the &4dvance 
in the afficial rate was imminent any- 
hew. With a further demand on Amer- 
ican account threatened, the governors 
evidently felt themselves constrained 
to the prompt step as a protective 
measure. Word from Berlin also points 
tec an early further rise of the discount 
rate of the Impertal Bank of Germany.® 
The discount rate rose in Paris today, 
and the Bank of France reported a 
Sharp decline in bullion holdings but 
with a heavy contraction in outstand- 
ing note issues and credits. The for- 
eign exchange market in New York 
was greatly unsettled in its efforts at 
readjustment to these changes abroad, 
which operated as obstacles to further 
extension of credits to American bor- 
rowers. The supply of funds loan- 
able on call diminished as the day pro- 
ceeded and another stiffening in the 
rate served as an admonition to the 
Speculative borrowers and turned ear- 
ly buyers into sellers. The buying 
movement had been varied and uneven. 
The rise in United States Steel, V~nion 
Pacific, Reading and New York Cen- 
tral supplied the most substantial por- 
tion of the movement. The widest 
fluctuations otherwise were in a minor 
class of stocks, both railroad and in- 
dustrial.

WHEAT IS LOWER; =: 
INCREASED RECEIPTS 


Bullish Influences Were Offset 
. - by Predictions of Rain in 
the Wheat Belt. 


Chicago, October 7.—dIncreased re- 
ceipts in the southwest, coupled with 
an official forecast. of rain in portions 
of the winter wheat belt, offset a num- 
ber af bullish influences in the wheat 
market today, causing a heavy tone the 
Sreater part of the session. At the 
clese prices were |-8 to 3-8@I-2 lower. 
Coarse grain alse closed weak, but pro- 
visions were firm. 

Tendency of wheat prices during a 
large rart of the session was down- 
ward, aithough at times the market 
experienced fair rallies on buying by 
an influential commission house and by 
shorts. The weaifier bureau predicted 
rains tonight and tomorrow for Kan- 
sas and Nebraska, where the seeding 
of the winter crop is nearly completed. 
Receipts today at Kansas City and St. 
Louis were nearly double those of the 
corresponding day a year ago, while 
the total primary movement was about 
25 per cent in excess of last year. 
Trading during the greater part of the 
day was rather light and prices held 


fwithin about a one-cent range, Decem- 


ber selling between $1.01%@% and 
1$.02%. The market closed only a trifle 
above the lowest mark, with December 
at $1.01%. 

Anticipation of a bearish showing 
in the government crop report to be 
published tomorrow, prompted liberal 
sales of corn today and resulted in 
a weak market throughout the ses- 
sion. Selling was of an influential 
character and was directed chiefly 
against the May delivery. Clear weather 
and more liberal receipts than had 
been estimated brought out additional 
sales. The market closed weak. with 
prices i-4 to |I-2 below the previous 
close. 

Selling of December oats by longs 
was a feature of trading in the oats 
market and was responsible for con- 
siderable weakness. Part of the sell- 
ing was’based on the expectation that 
the government report would be bear- 
ish. Slack shipping demand tended aisa 
to weaken the market. At the close 
prices were |-8@!-4 to I-4 lower than 
yesterday's fina] figures. 

Provisions at the start were weak 
because of a !0c decline in live hogs, 
but the market quickly rallied and con- 
tinued firm the remainder of the day. 
Buying of January products was a 
feature. A liberal decrease in hog 
packing for the week was a bullish 
factor. Prices at the close were |I2% 
to IISc higher.
